price, giving the farmer the profit. 
_ The station will be opened bete 
about the first of September and 
will be under the supervision of 
Mr, A, W. Foley, who recently re. 
signed the superintendency of 


_| wait for decennial court in ]911 for 


poultry stations under the Dumin 
ion government. 

The following is the plan of op. 
eration : ; 

1, All poultry must be delivered 
alive and free of charge at the fut - 
tening stations at such times as 
may be required by the ana 
ment of Agriculture. 

2, Only spring chickens will iol 
accepted unless arrangements have 
been made for fowl. » 

3. All chickens must weigh «le 
least from three and a hal/ to four| te 
pounds each. 

4 In no cuse will cock birds, 
crippled, deformad, sick or dis- 
eased birds be accepted, and the 
operator in charge of a fattening 
station may refuse to accept any 
birds which, in his opinion, are 
unsuitable for fattening purposes. 

5. The crop of all birds muat be 
empty when received at the station 
and before being weighed. (This 
is most easily attained by coopiny 
the birds the evening previous to 
delivery.) 

6, All birds wil] he weighed alive alive 
on delivery at the station and the 
seller given credit for the total 
weight. 

7. The Department of Agricul- 
ture agrees to provide suitable ac- 
commodation and efficient manage- 
ment for such co-operative poultry 
fattening stations as mey ‘be ea- 
tablished and to properly crate and 
fatten the birds accepted from 
patrons, and to market the same to 
the best advantage, 

9, The Department of Agricul- 
ture agrees to keep an account of 
all revenue reccived from the sale 
of poultry, and after deducting the 
amount of the original advance, 
and the actual cost of futteniag 
and marketing, to retura the bak 
nuce at (he close of the season to 
ihe patrons ia proportion tu the 
weight of poultry received from 
Ach. 


increased Representation 


HOttawa, Aug, 24—There is little 
doubt that the representation of 
Alberta nd Saskatchewan in the 
House of Commons will be raised 
to ten members each. The census 
which is now being taken will show 
the population has increased to 
such an extent that the above en- 
largement of representation must 
be made under the acts by which 
Alberta and Saskatchewan were 
given provincial autonomy. 
Manitoba, however, will have to 


a re-adjustment of seats, although 
they are entitled to four or five 
moye, 

A bill to increase Alberta and 
Saskatchewan representation will 
probably be introduced at the next 
session.
